I am pleased to present to the Selectmen and Citizens of 
the Town of Milo, my Annual Report. 


Final Federal funds for storm damage arrived, making a 
total of $45,937.52 received. The Army Corp of Engineers 
built a dyke along the Pleasant River, early this spring. 


Three men and three boys worked for us this summer, 
paid in full by the Maine Employment Security Commission. 
We had to supply work, tools and equipment to keep them busy. 
This group accomplished the following projects: cleaning up 
the dump and its road, Road right-of ways, Derby and Old 
High School buildings, Town iots, several dead elm trees and 
painted white lines on pavements. 


The 19th of October we received the services of four men 
for a cost of 10% of their wages, from the Emergency Employ- 
ment Act. They have worked with the Highway Department, 
custodian of Derby Recreation Hall, remodeled the Town 
Office, built new voting booths, painted new back drop for 
Town Hali stage. 


The Town received the Derby Recreation Building from 


the Bangor & Aroostook Railroad Company, to be used for 
recreational purposes, 


I wish to thank the Selectmen for their prompt and faithful 
attendance of the reguiar and special meetings held this year. 
My thanks for loyal highway and police employees, who come 
out to work in all kinds of weather and hours. My special 
thanks to my office personnel and especially to Mrs. Long and 
Mrs. Mott who worked overtime to keep up the work during 
Mrs. Sherburne's illness.

THE COMMUNITY COUNSELING CENTER 


This office, established in 1969 in Dover-Foxcroft, is an 
outreach office of The Counseling Center, Bangor. it provides 
to the citizens of northwest Penobscot and Piscataquis Counties 
the services of a comprehensive community mental health 
center. The services include psychological testing and evalu- 
ation; follow-up therapy and counseling; care and treatment 
in our in-patient psychiatric ward at Eastern Maine Medical 
Center; care and therapy in our Adult Day Treatment Pro- 
gram designed to aid those persons having problems with daily 
living; an education and consultation program to schools, 
churches, and communities, and a 24 hour emergency service 
available at all times to all persons in the area by calling our 
free emergency telephone number.

Citizens of Milo: 


The Milo Community Hospital Board of Trustees have met 
regularly this past year. Most of ourefforts have been toward 
reviewing and studying plans for renovations of the first floor 
of the present building and plans for the new wing. Plans have 
been submitted to the Health & Welfare Department. but as yet 
have not received final approval of same from them. 


In order to comply with Federal standards we must move 
patients from the second floor as soon as possible which 
necessitates changes on our first floor. If these Federal 
standards are not met we will be unable to take Medicare 
patients. These comprise about 50% of our patient load. 


As soon as we receive a set of plans which are approved 
by the Health & Welfare Department these will be placed in the 
Town office where they will be available to the public. At this 
time the Board of Trustees will request a special Town Meet- 
ing to discuss methods of financing the new additions and 
renovations of the first floor of the present building. 


The Board of Trustees and the hospital Staff wish to 
express our appreciation for the many gifts and kindnesses 
shown by so many individuals and organizations throughout 
the year.

Uncollected taxes and tax liens were supported by detailed 
listings. Confirmations requests were directed to most debt- 
ors for unpaid taxes. No exceptions have been reported to 
date. The taxes uncollected at the close of the year amounted 
to 6.5% of the commitment compared with 7% at the close of 
1970. 1970 taxes transferred to tax liens amounted to $5,917 
of which $2,802 remained unpaid at the close of the year. 
Comparative figures for 1969 taxes transferred to liens were 
$12,923 with $4,106 unpaid at December 31. 1970. 


Deferred charges consist of expenditures under contract 
for Dutch Elm Disease Control. A special town meeting on 
August 16, 1971, authorized the borrowing of $8,000 to per- 
form this work. Payment was made from operating funds, 
however. 


As far as we could ascertain there were no accounts pay- 
able at the close of the year, A new truck costing $9,415 was 
added to the Equipment account early in 1972. This did not 
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involve appropriated funds, however, as the account is main- 
tained by charges to operating departments. No new equipment 
was acquired during 1971, although there were extensive re- 
pairs made. The account increased from a deficit of $1,755 
at the close of 1970 to a balance of $6,781 at December 31, 
1971. The aforementioned purchase will again deplete the 
account, 


Other balances carried. forward included State Aid High- 
way, $2,256; Sale of Cemetery Lots, $4,040; and Debt 
Retirement, $5,294; and Interest $472. These latter two 
accounts, together with the Fire Truck Reserve, $705, were 
eliminated on January 4, 1972, when one of the two $6,000 
Fire Truck notes was paid together with interest on both. The 
balance of $6,000 is due January 4, 1973., with interest at 4%. 


The Town received a $10,000 grant from the Dexter Shoe 
Company late in 1971; to be used for worthwhile projects. 
None of the amount had been expended at December 31, 1971. 


Unappropriated Surplus changes are detailed in Exhibit C. 
Departmental balances returned $9,749 to the account while 
overdrafts totaled to $14,423. The overlay increased by 
supplemental taxes and reduced by abatements added $5, 595 to 
the account. The final balance was $29,835. This amount 
compares with $32,253 in the tax and tax acquired property 
accounts and seems less than the minimum necessary for 
effective operations if tax balances remain at the present 
level at each year's end. 


Trust Funds 

Transactions in the Cemetery Trusts and income on their 
investments were examined in detail. Investments were in- 
spected or confirmed with the depositories. 


Revenue and Expenditure 
Revenue receipts as shown by subsidiary detail were 


traced on a test basis to departmental totals. Examination of 
expenditures included a complete check of all transactions for 
certain months and complete examination of certain accounts 
for the entire year. Acomplete inspection was made of Select- 
men's and Clerk's records for appropriate authorizations. 


Appropriations and Expenditures 
Complete summary of Town appropriations, cash and 


other credits, and related expenditures is presented in Exhibit 
E. Totals are reconciled to the cash receipts and disburse- 
ments summary, Exhibit G. Excise taxes increased from 
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$36,538 in 1970 to $38,243 in 1971. Unlike 1970 when the en- 
tire excise revenue was appropriated, for 1971 a total of 
$35,000 was appropriated and the balance carried to Surplus. 
Total credits to Winter Maintenance were $400 less than for 
1970 due to the excise change. Expenditures were $7,142 
greater resulting in an overdraft of $4,598 against an unex- 
pended balance of $1,755 for 1970. Other major overdrafts 
were summer maintenance, $4,092, and Police, $3,568. The 
latter account was $2,088 overdrawn for 1970. 


General Comments 

We found the Town's records to be in excellent order, up 
to date, and in sufficient detail to provide meaningful financial 
information at all times during the year. 


Since it is not required that our entire report be published 
in the annual town report, we remind all interested persons 
that the full report is on file and available for inspection. 


We express our appreciation for the cooperation extended 
us during this examination.

GREETINGS: 


Herewith submitted is the Thirtieth Annual Report of the 
Maintenance and operation of the Milo Water District. 


The year of 1971 was a very busy year for the Milo Water 
District. In the early spring we were faced with several bad 
leaks in our water system, due mostly to a heavy frost pena- 
tration, and the age of some of our water pipes. These pipes 
were replaced during the summer months. 


We had the usual amount of maintenance work to do on our 
‘distribution system this past summer, which included working 
on mains, services, hydrants, and our reservoir. This also 
included maintenance of sewer mains, and sewer services. 


Projects completed for the summer, included installation 
of eight (8) new water services, four (4) new sewer services, 
ten (10) water services were renewed and five (5) new man 
holes were added to our sewer system. 


In July we were faced with a problem of replacing the 10" 
transmission line, which spans Sebec River, near the Bangor 
Hydro entrance, on West Main Street. We hired the services 
of Mr. Harold Tourtelotte, his equipment, and crew, to assist 
us with this project. The total cost of this installation was 
$8,432, 24. 


We would like to thank all the industries, citizens of the 
Town of Milo, Town Manager, Police Department, and the 
Fire Department for their cooperation while this new main 
was being installed. 


In October we hired the engineering firm of Wright, 
Pierce, Barnes, and Wyman of Topsham, Maine, to do the 
preliminary sewerage planning survey for the Milo Water 
District. This preliminary planning survey is for a proposed 
sewerage treatment system which was ordered by the Water 
and Air Environmental Improvement Commission, Augusta, 
Maine. 


The engineers are working on this project, but there is 
no information available at this time on their progress. 


We received notification from the State of Maine, En- 
vironmental Improvement Commission, that our request for a 
$5,000.00 grant for preliminary planning has been approved. 
This will help pay for part of the survey and preliminary 


planning.
